The  District  is  approximately  50  square  miles  in  area  with 
a 20  Kills  coast  line  of  lovely  cliffs  and  beaches.  It  is  divided 
into  lo  parishes,  with  a population  of  7,5^^.  Agriculture  is  the 
basic  industry,  mostly  dairy  farming,  while  catering  for  holiday 
makers  plays  a very  important  role  in  the  life  of  the  community.

Water  Supplies. 

The  West^  Dorset  Water  Board  Order,  was  made  and  cajne  into

The  discussions  with  the  East  Devon  Water  Board  for  a bulk 
supply  to  augment  the  Oharmouth  supply  were  still  progressing  at 
the  end  of  the  yec.,r.  ^ 

Regarding  the  Puncknowle  Scheme,  contracts  were  signed  and  work 
commenced  in  December, 

Water  Shortage. 

Severe  water  shortages  were  experienced  during  the  summer  in 
Oharmouth,  Stanton  St,  Gabriel  and  West  Bexington  and  the  Council 
were  obliged  to  haul  water  to  these  villages. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

As  stated  in  previous  reports,  the  District  is  not  satisfactorily 
sewered  and  all  the  streams  are  receiving  crude  sewage  from  the  villages 
through  which  they  flow,  especially  at  Oharmouth,  Ohideock,  Symondsbury, 
Bradpole,  Puncknowle,  and  Walditch.  The  Oouncil .realising  this  serious 
position  have  commenced  tackling  the  problem.  In  1956  they  completed 
the  sewering  of  Shipton  Gorge,  and  in  1957  Burton  Bradstock,  and 
commenced  the  sewering  of  Puncknowle  towards  the  end  of  this  year,  A 
scheme  for  Oharmouth  has  received  approval  from  the  Ministry.  The 
Council  have  also  decided  to  go  ahead  writh  the  preparation  of  schemes 
for  Walditch  and  Litton  Cheney,  A preliminary  scheme  for  Ohideock 
has  been  deferred  because  of  shortage  of  water,  and  one  for  partial 
sewering  of  Loders  village  has  also  been  deferred.
